HARTFORD, Conn. (AP) 
— Americans headed into 
Labor Day weekend — the 
unofficial end to the Lost 
Summer of 2020 — amid 
warnings from public health 
experts that backyard par- 
ties, crowded bars and other 
gatherings could cause the 
coronavirus to come surging 
back. 

“I look upon the Labor Day 
weekend really as a criti- 
cal point,” said Dr. Anthony 
Fauci, the government's top 
infectious-disease expert. 
“Are we going to go in the 
right direction and continue 
the momentum downward, 
or are we going to have to 
step back a bit as we start an- 
other surge?” 

The rise in infections, deaths 
and hospitalizations over the 
summer, primarily in the 
South and West, was blamed 
in part on Americans behav- 
ing heedlessly over Memorial 
Day and July Fourth. 

The landscape has improved 
in recent weeks, with the 
numbers headed in the right 
direction in hard-hit states 
like Florida, Arizona and 
Texas, but there are certain 
risk factors that could com- 
bine with Labor Day: Chil- 


dren are going back to school, 
university campuses are see- 
ing soaring case counts, col- 
lege football is starting, more 
businesses are open, and flu 
season is around the corner. 
And a few states are head- 
ing into the holiday with less 
room in hospitals than they 
had over Memorial Day and 
the Fourth of July. Alabama, 
for example, had about 800 
people hospitalized with the 
virus on July 1. This week, it 
has just under 1,000. 

More beaches will be open 
on Labor Day than on Me- 
morial Day, but Fauci said 
that is not cause in itself for 
concern, as long as people 
keep their distance. 

“I would rather see some- 
one on a beach, being physi- 
cally separated enough, than 
someone crowded in an in- 
door bar,” he said. 
Americans, cooped up for 
months, appeared more than 
ready to venture out and so- 
cialize — though with some 
precautions. 

In New York City, once of 
the epicenter of the outbreak 
in the U.S., Jennifer Bolstad 
of Brooklyn picked up the 
keys to a rented minivan with 
plans to drive with her two 
children to Maryland this 
weekend to visit family she 
hasn't seen in a year. 
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Will long Labor Day weekend mean another coronavirus spike?

“I monitored the quarantine 
list pathologically, and they 
are finally a place I can visit,” 
she said, referring to the list 
of states that New York has 
advised are safe to travel to. “I 
think a lot of people are go- 
ing stir-crazy and are going 
somewhere this weekend and 
possibly not be as cautious as 
they should about not bring- 


ing their germs back with 
them.” 

“With the picnic being out- 
doors, we feel that we can 
space enough, and with the 
fresh air that we are going to 
be safe with it being outdoors 
and in the wide open,” McIn- 
nis said. He said they won’t 
be asking the eight children 


at the picnic to socially dis- 
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tance either.

Pentagon orders shutdown of Stars and Stripes newspaper

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The Pentagon has ordered 
the military's independent 
newspaper, Stars and Stripes, 
to cease publication at the 
end of the month, despite 
congressional efforts to con- 
tinue funding the century- 
old publication. 

The order to halt publication 
by Sept. 30, and dissolve the 
organization by the end of 
January, follows the Penta- 
gon's move earlier this year 
to cut the $15.5 million in 
funding for the paper from 
the Defense Department 
budget. And it is a reflection 
of the Trump administra- 
tion's broader animosity for 
the media and members of 
the press. 

Members of Congress have 
objected to the defunding 
move for months. And sena- 
tors sent a letter to Defense 
Secretary Mark Esper this 
week urging him to reinstate 
the money. The letter, signed 
by 15 senators — including 
Republicans and Democrats 
— also warns Esper that the 


department is legally prohib- 
ited from canceling a budget 
program while a temporary 
continuing resolution to 
fund the federal government 
is in effect. 

"Stars and Stripes is an essen- 
tial part of our nation's free- 
dom of the press that serves 
the very population charged 
with defending that free- 
dom," the senators said in the 
letter.

The memo adds 
that 1f the paper continues 
to be funded by either a con- 
tinuing resolution "or other 
unforeseen circumstances" 
then Stripes must submit a 
plan by Sept. 15 to shut down

The first newspaper called 
Stars and Stripes was very 
briefly produced in 1861 
during the Civil War, but the 
paper began consistent pub- 
lication during World War I. 
When the war was over, pub- 
lication ended, only to restart 
in 1942 during World War 
II, providing wartime news 
written by troops specifically 
for troops in battle. 

Although the paper gets 
funding from the Defense 
Department, it is editorially 
independent and is delivered 
in print and digitally to troops 
all over the world. 

The Pentagon proposed 
cutting the paper's funding 
when making its budget re- 
quest earlier this year, trig- 
gering angry reactions from 
members of Congress. 

The House-passed version of 
the Pentagon budget contains 
funding for the paper's publi- 
cation, but the Senate has not 
yet finalized a defense fund-

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Groups ask for restraining order to stop census wind-down

ORLANDO, Fla. (AP) — 
A day after the U.S. Census 
Bureau said that 1t has already 
taken steps to wind down op- 
erations for the 2020 census, 
a coalition of cities, coun- 
ties and civil rights groups 1s 
trying to stop the statistical 
agency in its tracks. 

The coalition asked a federal 
judge in San Jose on Thurs- 
day to issue a temporary re- 
straining order stopping the 
Census Bureau from taking 
any further actions toward 
ending the once-a-decade 
head count of every USS. 
resident. 

The coalition is asking a judge 
in a lawsuit to make the Cen- 
sus Bureau restore its previ- 
ous deadline for finishing the 
census to the end of October, 
instead of using a revised 
schedule to end operations at 
the end of September. Argu- 
ments aren’t scheduled until 
the middle of the month. 
“More immediate relief is 
needed,” said the court filing 
by the coalition. 

The door-knocking phase of 
the 2020 didn’t start for most 
of the U.S. until the begin- 
ning of August, so winding 
down operations in Sep- 
tember will lead to an inac- 
curate count that overlooks 
minority communities, the 
court filing said. During the 
door-knocking phase, census 
takers go to households that 
haven’t yet answered the cen- 
sus questionnaire online, by 
phone or by mail. 

The lawsuit contends the 
Census Bureau changed the 
schedule to accommodate

a directive from President 
Donald Trump to exclude 
people in the country ille- 
gally from the numbers used 
in redrawing congressional 
districts, a process known as 
apportionment. 

More than a half dozen other 
lawsuits have been filed in 
tandem across the country, 
challenging Trump’s memo- 
randum as unconstitutional 
and an attempt to limit the 
power of Latinos and immi- 
grants of color during appor- 
tionment. 

The lawsuit was brought by 
the National Urban League, 
the League of Women Vot- 
ers, counties that are home 


to Houston and Seattle and 
the cities of Los Angeles, San 
Jose and Salinas, California. 
Government attorneys on 
Friday said in a court filing 
that they would offer a more 
detailed argument against 
the restraining order but dis- 
agreed with statements in the 
coalition’s argument. The 
government attorneys said 
they would have been willing 
to negotiate an accelerated 
schedule for the lawsuit. 

In an op-ed piece in USA 
Today, Commerce Secretary 
Wilbur Ross, whose depart- 
ment oversees the Census 
Bureau, said Friday that al- 
most 85% of households 
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had been counted, between 
residents who self-responded 
and those who were counted 
by door-knocking census 
takers. 

“Some have questioned our 
ability to perform on this 
timeline without impacting 
completeness or accuracy. 
The numbers prove that is 
not the case,” Ross wrote. 
Meanwhile, top Democratic 
congressional leaders on Fri- 
day demanded that the Trump 
administration provide docu- 
ments, emails, notes and cal- 
endar invitations that showed 
how the Census Bureau and 
the Commerce Department 
made the decision to end the 


2020 census a month early. 
House Speaker Nancy Pelosi 
and U.S. Senate Democratic 
Leader Chuck Schumer said 
in a letter to Commerce Sec- 
retary Wilbur Ross and Cen- 
sus Bureau director Steven 
Dillingham that they were 
concerned the schedule was 
compressed so that the ap- 
portionment count would be 
controlled by the Trump ad- 
ministration. 

In the letter, Pelosi and 
Schumer recounted a meet- 
ing with Trump administra- 
tion officials during negotia- 
tions over coronavirus-relief 
legislation in which they 
raised their concerns about 
the changed census sched- 
ule. The Democratic lead- 
ers showed administration 
officials a statement from 
four former Census Bureau 
directors who said it would 
be difficult to have a fair 
and accurate count with the 
compressed schedule. House 
Chief of Staff Mark Mead- 
ows responded, “the Demo- 
crats just want to control the 
apportionment and we aren’t 
going to let them do that,” ac- 
cording to Pelosi and Schum- 
er.

U.S. Attorney Bobby Chris- 
tine of Georgia’s Southern 
District said that what began 
five years ago as a U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service inves- 
tigation into illegal shark 
fin trading led to authorities 
“dismantling a major con- 
spiracy” also involved in ille- 
gal marijuana trafficking and 
money laundering. 

“This operation is about 
much more than disrupt- 
ing the despicable practice of 
hacking the fins off of sharks 
and leaving them to drown 
in the sea to create a bowl of 
soup,” Christine told a news 
conference in Savannah. 

An indictment in U.S. Dis- 


trict Court says that Terry 
Xing Zhao Wu ran a company 
called Serendipity Business 
Solutions in Burlingame, 
California, that smuggled 
shark fins into the U.S. from 
Mexico and shipped them to 
Hong Kong. 

Soups made from shark fins 
are considered a delicacy in 
some Asian countries, and 
that demand has fueled an 
illegal practice of catching 
sharks at sea, removing their 
fins and then dumping the 
maimed animals back into 
the water to die. 

The indictment says Wu used 
a front company in Florida to 
ship at least 12,500 pounds 
(5,670 kilograms) of dried 
shark fins to Hong Kong 
through the Port of Savan- 
nah in 2016 and 2017. Pros-

ecutors said Phoenix Fisher- 
ies of Panama City, Florida, 
used fake paperwork to ex- 
ploit a Florida law that allows 
licensed dealers to sell fins 
from sharks that are legally 
caught and brought to land 
whole. 

Wu was also involved in il- 
legally shipping marijuana 
from California to Georgia 
and other parts of the U.S., 
according to the indictment.

Judge OKs extradition for men 
accused of aiding Ghosn escape

BOSTON (AP) — Two 
American men accused of 
smugeling Nissan Motor Co. 
Chairman Carlos Ghosn out 
of Japan while he was await- 
ing trial on financial miscon- 
duct charges can be extra- 
dited, a federal judge ruled 
Friday. 

U.S. Magistrate Judge Don- 
ald Cabell issued a ruling 
approving the extradition of 
Michael Taylor, a U.S. Army 
Special Forces veteran, and 
his son Peter Taylor, but the 
final decision rests with the 
State Department. 

The Taylors are wanted by 
Japan so they can be tried 
on charges that they helped 
Ghosn flee the country last 
year with the former Nissan 
boss tucked away in a box 
on a private jet. The flight 
went first to Turkey, then to 
Lebanon, where Ghosn has 
citizenship but which has no 
extradition treaty with Japan. 


Ghosn said he fled because 
he could not expect a fair 
trial, was subjected to unfair 
conditions in detention and 
was barred from meeting 
his wife under his bail con- 
ditions. Ghosn has denied 
allegations that he underre- 
ported his income and com- 
mitted a breach of trust by 
diverting Nissan money for 
his personal gain. 

Bank records show Ghosn 
wired more than $860,000 
to a company linked to Peter 
‘Taylor in October 2019, pros- 
ecutors said in court docu- 
ments. Ghosn’s son also made 
cryptocurrency payments to- 
taling about $500,000 to Peter 
‘Taylor in the first five months 
of this year, prosecutors say. 
The Taylors have been locked 
up in a Massachusetts jail 
since they were arrested in 
May. Their attorneys never 
denied the allegations, but ar- 
sued they can’t be extradited 
because they say their actions 
don’t fit under the law with 
which Japan is trying to con- 


vict them. 

Michael ‘Taylor, a former 
Green Beret, ran a private 
security business initially fo- 
cused on private investiga- 
tions, but their caseload grew 
through corporate work and 
unofficial referrals from the 
State Department and FBI, 
including parents whose chil- 
dren had been taken overseas 
by former spouses. 

In 2012, federal prosecu- 
tors alleged Taylor had won 
a U.S. military contract to 
train Afghan soldiers by us- 
ing secret information passed 
along from an American offi- 
cer. When Taylor learned the 
contract was being investigat- 
ed, he asked an FBI agent and 
friend to intervene, prosecu- 
tors charged. 

The government seized $5 
million from the bank ac- 
count of Taylor’s company. 
Facing 50 charges, he spent 
14 months in jail before 
agreeing to plead guilty to 
two counts. The government 
agreed to return $2 million to 


details of the shooting, but 
who was not authorized to 
speak publicly, told The As- 
sociated Press that Skernivitz 
was working undercover as 
part of a drug operation and 
that Dingess was a police in- 
formant. 

Jeff Follmer, president of the 
Cleveland Police Patrolmen's 
Association, said there were 
no other officers in the area 
when the two men were shot. 
Officials have not said wheth- 
er Skernivitz was working 
Thursday night as part of 
the federal task force or as 
a member of the Cleveland 
police gang unit to which he 
was normally assigned. 
Skernivitz was a 25-year vet- 
eran. Williams at Friday's 
briefing called him a "police- 
man's policeman." 

Skernivitz and other law 
enforcement officers were 
sworn in Wednesday at the 
Cleveland FBI office to be- 
come members of the FBI's 
Violent Crime Task Force in 
support of Operation Leg- 
end, a Justice Department ef- 
fort to crack down on violent 
crime in a number of USS. 
cities, including Cleveland, 
PBI spokesperson Vicki An- 
derson. 

U.S. Attorney General Wil- 
liam Barr called Skernivitz's 


death "a very sad day for the 


city of Cleveland and the en- 
tire law enforcement com- 
munity." "It takes a special 
kind of courage to be a police 
officer," Barr said. "Our men 
and women in blue put their 
lives on the line day after 
day in order to keep us safe. 
We will not forget Detective 
Skernivitz and his life of ser- 
vice and sacrifice." 

Gov. Mike DeWine ordered 
the U.S. and state flags to 
be flown at half-staff at pub- 
lic buildings in Cuyahoga 
County and at the Statehouse 
in Columbus. 

U.S. Attorney Justin Herd- 
man said Thursday that 54 
defendants have been charged 
criminally, including 39 peo- 
ple for drug-related offenses, 
since Operation Legend got 
underway in Cleveland on 
July 29. 

It has been more than 10 
years since an on-duty Cleve- 
land police officer was fatally 
shot. 

Patrol Officer Derek Owens, 
36, was killed in February 
2008 while chasing a suspect. 
Owens caught up to the man, 
who turned and shot Owens 
in the abdomen below his 
bulletproof vest. 

The man was found guilty of 
ageravated murder and was 
sentenced to life in prison 
with no chance for parole.

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Belarus’ opposition challenger urges U.N. action amid protests

KYIV, Ukraine (AP) — 
Hundreds of students, infor- 
mation technology workers 
and others rallied again in 
Belarus” capital Friday to pro- 
test the disputed reelection 
of the nation’s authoritarian 
president, while the main 
opposition challenger in the 
vote urged the United Na- 
tions to help end the crack- 
down on protests. 
Information technology 
workers and other protesters 
formed “chains of solidarity” 
in various parts of Minsk to 
keep pushing for the resigna- 
tion of President Alexander 
Lukashenko, who extended 
his 26-year rule in an Aug. 9 
election that the opposition 
challenged as rigged. 
Belarusians have turned out 
in en masse for nearly four 
weeks to protest the official 
election results that gave Lu- 
kashenko a sixth term with 
80% of the vote. 

Sviatlana  Tsikhanouskaya, 
the main opposition chal- 
lenger in the vote, addressed 
Friday’s meeting of the U.N. 
Security Council via video 
link, asking it to “stop blatant 
human rights violations and 
cynical disregard for human 
dignity right in the middle of 
Europe.” 

She accused Lukashenko 
of stealing the election and 
asked the U.N. to condemn 
the crackdown on protesters, 
send a monitoring mission 
to Belarus and call a special 
session of its Human Rights 
Council to discuss the situa- 
tion in the country. 

“I call on the international 
community to use all mecha- 
nisms to stop the violence, 
including sanctions on the 
individuals that commit- 
ted electoral violations and 
crimes against humanity,” 
she said. 

During the first few days of 
post-election protests, police 
detained nearly 7,000 people 
and beat hundreds, draw- 
ing international outrage and 
causing the anti-government

demonstrations to swell. The 
government has since shifted 
tactics, seeking to squelch 
protests with threats, the se- 
lective detention of protest- 
ers and the prosecution of 
activists. 

On Friday, police entered the 
State Linguistics University 
in Minsk to disperse an ac- 
tion by students who were 
expressing solidarity with 
classmates detained earlier. 
Officers rounded up several 
participants. 

Later in the day, hundreds of 
students rallied in front of 
the university in a show of 
defiance, chanting “Shame!” 
In another part of the city, 
hundreds of IT workers 
formed a human chain out- 
side the High ‘Technology 
Park a day after the authori- 
ties raided one of the com- 
panies there and detained 
several workers, including 
its top manager who was ac- 
cused of financial abuses. 
“Searches and arrests at big 
IT companies only cause a 
wave of solidarity and fuel 
protest,” said IT expert Dmi- 


try Boronovsky. “The Be- 
larusians have felt the taste of 
freedom and will never agree 
to return to the dictatorship.” 
Earlier on Friday, several gov- 
ernment websites were at- 
tacked by hackers, who added 
Lukashenko and his interior 
minister to the list of wanted 
criminal suspects posted on 
the Interior Ministry’s page. 
In recent years, Belarusian 
authorities have sought to 
promote the IT sector in a 
bid to diversify the Soviet- 
style economy relying mostly 
on aging heavy industries. It 
has expanded quickly over 
the past few years thanks to 
tax breaks and other benefits, 
generating a growing chunk 
of government revenues. 
The High Technology Park 
in Minsk houses 750 IT com- 
panies that employ 58,000 
people and currently account 
for more than 6% of the na- 
tion’s GDP 

When the post-election pro- 
tests erupted, IT workers 
were quick to join the dem- 
onstrations. Many talked 
about their plans to leave the 
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country, saying they wouldn't 
continue their work amid the 
crackdown on the opposi- 
tion. 

Last month, dozens of top 
IT entrepreneurs put out an 
open letter, warning authori- 
ties that repression against 
dissent would trigger massive 
brain drain. 

“Trampling on the law will 
bring nothing good,” they 
said. “If it continues, thou- 
sands of talented IT experts 
will leave the country togeth- 
er with their families in the 
next few months. Belarus is 
in big trouble, dreams about 
its future are dying before 
our eyes.” 

A leading IT company, 
EPAM, has launched a train- 
ing program that offers IT ca- 
reers to people who lost jobs 
because of their support for 
the opposition. 

Seeking to stem the tide of 
protests, Belarusian authori- 
ties have specifically targeted 
members of the Coordina- 
tion Council that opposi- 
tion activists set up after the 
election to try to negotiate a 
transition of power. Two of 
its members were given 10- 
day jail sentences on charges 
of staging unsanctioned pro- 
tests last week, and a court in 
Minsk handed them new 15- 
day sentences Thursday. 
Earlier this week, six Belaru- 
sian journalists were detained 
while covering a student 
demonstration and charged 
with taking part in unsanc- 
tioned protests. During a 
Friday court hearing, police 
officers in ski masks testi- 


fied against them via a video 
link. The court handed them 
three-day sentences, the time 
they already have spent in 
custody. 

Dozens of colleagues met 
them outside the court as 
they walked out, chanting 
“Freedom!” 

Authorities also have revoked 
the accreditation of many 
Belarusian journalists and 
deported some foreign jour- 
nalists, including two Mos- 
cow-based Associated Press 
journalists. AP’s Belarusian 
journalists were among those 
told their press credentials 
had been revoked. 

On Thursday, two popular 
TV anchors who resigned 
from state TV in solidar- 
ity with the protesters were 
handed 10-day sentences for 
taking part in unauthorized 
rallies. 

“They beat journalists, they 
put them on trial, strip them 
of their credentials and de- 
port them from the country,” 
Andrei Bastunets, head of 
the Belarusian Associaton of 
Journalists, told The Associ- 
ated Press. “The law doesn’t 
work, they accuse journalists 
with cameras of coordinating 
the protests.” 

The United States and the 
European Union have criti- 
cized the Aug. 9 presidential 
election as neither free nor 
fair and urged Belarusian au- 
thorities to engage in a dia- 
logue with the opposition, a 
demand Lukashenko has dis- 
missed. 

“We've made very clear that 
this election was not a real 
election. It was fraudulent; 
it wasn’t fair,” U.S. Secretary 
of State Mike Pompeo said 
Friday in an interview with 
conservative radio show host 
Hugh Hewitt, adding that 
the U.S. is working with its 
European partners to ensure 
basic freedoms for the Belar- 
usian people. 

Facing Western criticism, the 
Belarusian leader has sought 
to secure support from Rus- 
sia, which has a union agree- 
ment with Belarus envisaging 
close political, economic and 
military ties. Russian Presi- 
dent Vladimir Putin has said 
he is ready to send police to 
Belarus at Lukashenko’s re- 
quest if the demonstrations 
turn violent. 

On a visit to Moscow on Fri- 
day, the Belarusian defense 
minister accused the West of 
waging a “hybrid war against 
the Belarusian state,” apply- 
ing unprecedented diplo- 
matic, political and economic 
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Sudanese government, key rebel group to restart peace talks 


CAIRO (AP) — Sudan's 
transitional government and 
a powerful rebel group that 
controls large swaths of the 
country's restive south said 
Friday they have agreed to 
resume peace talks, a devel- 
opment that boosts hopes of 
ending the country's decades- 
long civil wars. 

The commitment comes days 
after the government reached 
a deal with other rebel groups 
to quell conflicts stemming 
from the rule of ousted auto- 
crat Omar al-Bashir. 

The Sudan Liberation Move- 
ment-North, led by Abdel- 
Aziz al-Hilu, and Sudanese 
Prime Minister Abdalla 
Hamdok signed a joint letter 
of intention late on Thurs- 
day in the Ethiopian capital 
of Addis Abada, stressing the 
"necessity" of finding "a com- 
prehensive and just political 
solution" to the conflicts. It 
did not specify when the talks 
would restart. 

Negotiating an end to the re- 
bellions in Sudan's far-flung 
provinces has been a crucial 
goal for the transitional gov- 
ernment, which took power 
after the military overthrew 
al-Bashir in April last year, 
following months of pro- 
democracy protests. Cash- 
strapped authorities are keen 
to slash military spending, 
which takes up 80% of the 
national budget.

Dutch appeals court convicts Wilders of insulting Moroccans

THE HAGUE, Nether- 
lands (AP) — A Dutch ap- 
peals court upheld Friday 
the conviction of anti-Islam 
lawmaker Geert Wilders for 
insulting Moroccans in com- 
ments he made at an elec- 
tion night gathering in 2014. 
However, the court over- 
turned Wilders’ conviction 
for inciting discrimination. 
The appeals court did not 
punish Wilders for his con- 
viction on the charge of in- 
sulting a group, which he can 
appeal to the Dutch Supreme 
Court. 

The comments for which 
Wilders was convicted “can 
contribute to polarization 
within Dutch society, while 
in our democratic, pluralis- 
tic society respect for others, 
especially minority groups, 
is of great importance,” said 
Presiding Judge Jan Maarten 
Reinking. 

Wilders, whose political ca- 


reer has been based largely on 
his strident anti-Islam rheto- 
ric, was convicted in Decem- 
ber 2016 of insulting and in- 
citing discrimination against 
Moroccans in 2014. 

He was not given a punish- 
ment. 

Speaking to reporters outside 
court, Wilders slammed the 
case as a “political trial” and 
said the court “has dumped 
freedom of speech in the gar- 
bage. 

Not only for me, but for ev- 
erybody.” 

The Party for Freedom leader 
has always insisted he is in- 
nocent and branded his pros- 
ecution a politically-motivat- 
ed attempt to muzzle him 
and an attack on the freedom 
of speech. 

The appeals court rejected 
his claims of political inter- 
ference in the case and said 
that free speech also has lim- 
its. 

Friday’s conviction was based 
on comments Wilders made 


on the night of Dutch mu- 
nicipal elections in 2014 at 
a meeting in a Hague cafe. 
In what appeals judges said 
was a carefully prepared ex- 
change, Wilders asked sup- 
porters whether they wanted 
more or fewer Moroccans 
in the Netherlands. That 
sparked a chant of “Fewer! 
Fewer! Fewer!” — to which 
he replied, “we’ll take care of 
it.” 

The ruling Friday comes 
some six months before na- 
tional parliamentary elections 
in the Netherlands. 
According to a poll of polls, 
Wilders’ party is the largest 
opposition party. 

Explaining why Wilders was 
not given a punishment Fri- 
day, Reinking said noted that 
Wilders has lived for years 
under tight security due to 
threats. 

“The accused has already for 
years paid a high price for ex- 
pressing his opinion,” Reink- 
ing said.)

Leonard scores 29 
points; Clippers rout 
Nuggets in Game 1 


LAKE BUENA VISTA, 
Fla. (AP) — Kawhi Leonard 
scored 29 points and the Los 
Angeles Clippers rolled past 
the Denver Nuggets 120-97 
on Thursday night in Game 
1 of the Western Conference 
semifinals. 

Paul George scored 19 points 
and Marcus Morris added 18 
for the Clippers. 

Los Angeles shot 57% from 
the field in an effort that con- 
vinced coach Doc Rivers that 
his team has adjusted and is 
in the proper frame of mind. 

“If you don’t execute, it’s go- 
ing to hurt you, and part of 
that is intensity and focus, 
and you have to have that on 
every single play,” Rivers said. 
“I don’t think we understood 
that early on. I think we do 
now.” Nikola Jokic scored 15 
points for the Nuggets, who 


shot just 42%. 
“I thought we just locked into 
our assignments,” George 


said. “I thought to be hon- 
est, that was the best we’ve 
done so far against an oppo- 
nent. I think we just locked 
into our assignments. Our 
attention to detail was great. 
And we followed the game 
plan.”Denver’s starters com- 
bined to score just 57 points 
on 20-for-48 shooting. 
“They were aggressive,” 
Jokic said. “Our spacing was 
not good. We rushed shots. 
You can say whatever. It was 
a bad, bad night for us. ... We 
can be better.” 

Denver was coming off a 
seven-game series with Utah 
that just ended Tuesday. 

“I think that definitely played 
a part,” Denver coach Mi- 


chael Malone said. “Their 
last game was Sunday. We 
had our last game on Tuesday 
night and didn’t get back to 
the hotel until after midnight. 
... We were tired. Tomorrow 
we will get them as much 
as rest as we can and have a 
more energetic performance 
Saturday night.” “They are 
going to put everybody on 
Jamal, and we have to do a 
better job of freeing him up,” 
Malone said. “But also the 
ball is going to find the open 
man, and when the ball sticks 
and Jamal and everyone else 
is trying to play one-on-one 
and you are playing a good 
team, that is going to make it 
really hard.” 

The Clippers took charge in 
the second quarter, outscor- 
ing the Nuggets 38-20 to take 
a 69-51 lead at halftime. Los 
Angeles held Denver to 25% 
shooting into the second 
quarter. 

The Clippers continued to 
dominate in the third quar- 
ter, holding the Nuggets to 
16 points in the period and 
taking a 91-67 lead into the 
fourth. Los Angeles’ biggest 
lead in the quarter was 29 
points.

seventh heaven: Furious stage 
kick-starts ‘Tour de France 


LAVAUR, France (AP) — 
The most thrilling day of 
racing so far at the Tour de 
France produced multiple 
winners Friday, kick-starting 
the race that had been some- 
thing of a slow-burner and 
setting the stage for more 
hard riding this weekend in 
the high mountains of the 
Pyrenees. Wout Van Aert took 
the Stage 7 victory. It was the 
resurgent Belgian rider’s sec- 
ond win at this year’s race. 
Defending champion Egan 
Bernal and other top con- 
tenders for the overall title 
dealt a blow to principal ri- 
vals by leaving them behind 
in crosswinds on the speedy 
approach to the finish. 
Three-time world cham- 
pion Peter Sagan got back 
the green jersey awarded to 
riders who collect the most 
points in sprints, after his 
team caused havoc on the 
road by riding furiously from 
the start. 

And British rider Adam Yates 
negotiated the stage’s mul- 
tiple traps to keep the overall 
race leader’s yellow jersey. 

“A really tough day,” Yates 
said. “We never really had a 
rest.” 

After two relatively quiet 
stages, the 168-kilometer 
(104-mile) route into south- 
west France from Millau to 
Lavaur had also seemed ho- 
hum on paper. But it deliv- 
ered an electroshock ahead 
of a weekend of climbing 
in the Pyrenees, with start- 
to-finish surprises. Sagan’s 


Bora-Hansgrohe teammates 
rode like furies from the get- 
go, setting a pace so punish- 
ing that Bora rider Emanuel 
Buchmann set a new top 
speed so far at this Tour: a 
whopping 96 kilometers (60 
miles) per hour. Many of Sa- 
gan’s sprinting rivals couldn’t 
keep up. Among them were 
Alexander Kristoff, the win- 
ner of Stage 1, and Caleb 
Ewan, who won Stage 3. Also 
dropped was Sam Bennett, 
who started the stage wear- 
ing the green jersey that Sa- 
gan covets. Sagan has already 
won the _ points-for-sprints 
competition a record seven 
times at previous Tours and 
is gunning for an eighth win 
when the Tour finishes Sept. 
20 in Paris. 

In a mid-stage sprint and 
again later at the finish, Sagan 
picked up sufficient points 
to wrest back the jersey from 
Bennett. Sagan might have 
collected more had his chain 
not caught as he weaved to 
the line. He placed only 13th, 
a meager reward for his team- 
mates’ untiring work in more 
than three hours of racing. 
“They did an extraordinary 
job,” Sagan said. “I didn’t 
have any luck in the sprint 
because my chain got a bit 
stuck.” 

Van Aert made his own luck, 
unstoppable in the final dash. 
He also won Stage 5. He 
suffered a serious leg injury 
at last year’s Tour that side- 
lined him for months. But 
the three-time cyclocross 


world champion is becoming 
a dominant force this year in 
a cycling season upended by 
the coronavirus pandemic, 
which pushed back the Tour 
from its usual slot in July. 
After Sagan’s team shattered 
the pack and distanced rivals 
at the stage start, Bernal’s 
teammates inflicted further 
pain by taking advantage 
of winds that swept across 
the flat approach to the fin- 
ish. Dizzying accelerations 
by Polish rider Michal Kwi- 
atkowski with 35 kilome- 
ters (20 miles) left to race 
dropped several contenders 
for the podium in Paris. 
Among them: Tadej Pogacar, 
a Slovenian rider who’d been 
third overall at the stage-start 
but who has now dropped 
back to 16th, one minute and 
28 seconds behind Yates. Also 
caught out by the winds and 
pace that prevented them 
from making up the lost 
ground were Australian rider 
Richie Porte, fifth at the Tour 
of 2016, and Spanish rider 
Mikel Landa, a top-10 fin- 
isher at the last three Tours. 
To ride back into contention, 
they may be tempted to try 
something on the Pyrenees’ 
climbs. But since neither of 
the stages on Saturday and 
Sunday finish with steep up- 
hills, top contenders such as 
Bernal and his principal ri- 
val Primoz Roglic are more 
likely to save their energies as 
much as possible for tougher 
challenges in the second and

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Osaka tosses racket, overcomes test from teenager at U.S. Open

NEW YORK (AP) — Nao- 
mi Osaka spiked her racket 
after one errant forehand 
late in the second set at the 
U.S. Open, then flung it the 
length of the baseline after a 
missed backhand return ced- 
ed that tiebreaker. 
Sometimes, that's the sort 
of reaction it takes to right 
things for Osaka. And, per- 
haps surprisingly, she need- 
ed whatever push she could 
get in Friday's third-round 
match. 

Facing an opponent compet- 
ing in just her second major 
tournament, two-time Grand 
Slam champion Osaka even- 
tually figured out a way to 
turn a tight one into a run- 
away and beat 18-year-old 
Marta Kostyuk 6-3, 6-7 (4), 
6-2 by claiming the final five 
games at Flushing Meadows. 
"While I was playing, honest- 


ly, I was cursing myself out," 
Osaka said during an on- 
court interview afterward, "so 
you wouldn't want to know 
what I was saying." 

After taking things out on her 
racket, Osaka sat with a white 
towel draped over head dur- 
ing a changeover. 

"It's what I do in times of ex- 
treme anger and frustration," 
she said. 

Still, she improved to 7-0 
since tennis resumed after 
a hiatus of more than five 
months because of the coro- 
navirus pandemic. 

Another past U.S. Open 
champion moving into the 
fourth round Friday was 2016 
titlist Angelique Kerber, who 


defeated 20-year-old Ameri- 
can Ann Li 6-3, 6-4. Kerber's 
next opponent is another 
American, 28th-seeded Jen- 
nifer Brady, a 6-3, 6-3 winner 
against Caroline Garcia. 

In the previous round, Gar- 
cia upset top-seeded Karolina 
Pliskova. 

Next up for Osaka will be big 
hitter Anett Kontaveit, an Es- 
tonian seeded 14th. She had 
a much easier time in a 6-3, 
6-2 win over No. 24 Magda 
Linette. 

Men reaching the fourth 
round included No. 7 David 
Goffin, No. 20 Pablo Carre- 
no Busta, Jordan Thompson 
and Alejandro Davidovich 
Fokina. 


Top-seeded Novak Djokov- 
1c was scheduled to play at 
night against No. 28 Jan- 
Lennard Struff. In an odd and 
unexplained delay, the third- 
round match between No. 5 
seed Alexander Zverev and 
No. 32 Adrian Mannarino 
began more than 2 1/2 hours 
later than planned in Louis 
Armstrong Stadium. 

The U.S. Tennis Association 
described the holdup in vague 
terms, saying only there was 
"a collaborative dialogue with 
health officials" and that the 
players were "updated at all 
times." 

The USTA added in its state-

Mannarino is part of a group

She fended off every one of 
those and held to 2-all, be- 
ginning her match-closing 
run. 

"I'm kind of scared how she's 
going to be in the future," said 
Osaka, who played with tape 
wrapping her left hamstring, 
which has been a problem 
since last week. "She has no 
fear.” 

Kostyuk had her own issues: 
She twice took a medical 
timeout to have a trainer tape 
her right ankle. 

But she also was able to con- 
trol the outcomes of points 
for stretches, winning 19 
of the 23 points when she 
went to the net. The Ukrai- 
nian teen also delivered more 
winners than Osaka, 36-30, 
over the match's 2 1/2 hours. 
"I guess I would say the thing 
that made me most dis- 
pleased was probably the de- 
cisions that I was making and 
the fact that I started becom- 
ing way too passive,’ Osaka 
said, "and hoping that she 
would, you know, make an 
unforced error." Before and 
after the match, Osaka wore 
a mask bearing the name of 
Ahmaud Arbery, a Black man 
who was fatally shot after be- 
ing pursued by armed white 
men in Georgia. 

Each time on court during 
the tournament, Osaka is 
wearing a different mask in 
memory of a victim of racial 
injustice. 

"None of these deaths had 
to happen," Osaka said. "For 
me, I just want everyone to 
know the names more."_}

AMSTERDAM (AP) — Steven Bergwijn 
scored his first international goal as the Neth- 
erlands beat Poland 1-0 Friday in their open- 
ing Nations League match in an empty Johan 
Cruyff Arena. 

The Tottenham winger finished from close 
range after Hans Hateboer volleyed a pass 
from Frenkie de Jong back across the face 
of the goal in the 61st minute . It was both 
teams’ first outing since the coronavirus pan- 
demic slammed the brakes on international 
soccer. 

“Hopefully the fans can come back to the 
stadiums soon and create some atmosphere,” 
said captain Virgil van Dijk. 

The Netherlands, playing its first internation- 
al under interim coach Dwight Lodeweges 
following the departure of Ronald Koeman 
to take the reins at Barcelona, dominated the 
match and could have scored more. Frenkie 
de Jong hit the post on the stroke of halftime 


after controlling a clever pass over the Poland 
defense by Memphis Depay on his chest. 
Van Dijk said the players are already used to 
working with Lodeweges, who was Koeman’s 
assistant. 

“Dwight Lodeweges is the boss. You can see 
that he has our respect,” Van Dijk said. 

Italy was held to a 1-1 draw by Bosnia in the 
night’s other League A Group 1 match. 

The Netherlands reached the final of the in- 
augural Nations League last year, where it lost 
1-0 to Portugal under Koeman. 

Lodeweges had to rebuild his defense in the 
absence of Matthijs de Ligt, Stefan de Vrij, 
Denzel Dumfries and Daley Blind, but with 
Poland resting its captain and star striker 
Robert Lewandowski the Dutch defense was 
rarely troubled.

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Car kills migrant fleeing quarantined Sicily residence 


(AP) — A member of a 
group of migrants escaping 
a quarantined residence for 
asylum-seekers in Sicily was 
struck and killed by a car 
when he and other fugitives 
ran onto a highway in the 
dark early Friday, pursued on 
foot by police officers, Italian 
media reported. Three police 
officers were also injured. 
The Eritrean man was 
among about 20 migrants 
who were trying to flee the 
residence a day after many 
of them climbed to the roof 
and staged a protest against 
crowded living conditions 
during the coronavirus pan- 
demic, Italian news agency 
ANSA said. 

The driver was arrested for 
investigation of vehicular 
homicide, Rai state radio re- 
ported. There was no indica- 
tion that the driver had in- 
tended to hit anyone. 

One of the injured officers 
had surgery for a fractured 
leg. 

The police gave chase af- 
ter several migrants fled the 
residence in Siculiana, near 
the Sicilian tourist town of 
Agrigento, the reports said. 


The others were believed to 
have been brought back to 
the center. 

During the pandemic, pro- 
tests have erupted at some 
residences housing migrants, 
many of which in Sicily and 
in southern Italian mainland 
towns are seriously over- 
crowded. 


At the Siculiana residence, 
16 of the 237 residents tested 
positive earlier in the week 
for COVID-19, the interior 
ministry said in a statement. 
Testing of 19 others was in- 
conclusive, and while await- 
ing updated results all the 
migrants in the center are re- 
quired to stay in quarantine, 





the ministry said. 
Once all the tests results ar- 
rive, the infected migrants 
will likely be transferred to 
one of several ferries Italy has 
chartered to help ease over- 
crowding at its living facili- 
ties for asylum-seekers. 

Last week, the island of 
Lampedusa, south of Sic- 


ily, appealed to the Italian 
government to remove hun- 
dreds of migrants. The is- 
land receives Europe-bound 
asylum-seekers who set out 
from the Tunisian coast or 
were rescued from flimsy 
dinghies and decrepit fishing 
boats launched from Libya by 
human traffickers. 

The migrant processing cen- 
ter on Lampedusa is meant to 
hold fewer than 200, while 
recently there were some 
2,000 migrants there, the 
mayor has said. 

As a precaution against the 
spread of the coronavirus, 
the Italian government has 
been sending chartered fer- 
ries to quarantine migrants 
before they are relocated to 
residences in Sicily or on the 
mainland. 

Two more ferries were dis- 
patched to take on hundreds 
more of the migrants by the 
end of the week, including 
from Lampedusa, the interior 
ministry has said. 

Most the recent migrants 
are fleeing poverty, not per- 
secution or armed conflicts, 
so they risk being denied 
asylum.(] 











(AP) — A mix of worry and 
resignation is discernible be- 
hind the masks of parents 
picking up school textbooks 
in a working class Spanish 
neighborhood with a steady 
rise in new coronavirus in- 
fections. 

Authorities in Madrid, the 
European capital experienc- 
ing the worst second-wave 
outbreak, are introducing 
new curbs on social gather- 
ings starting Monday. The 
restrictions coincide with 
the opening of most schools, 
which is perceived as a po- 
tential tipping point in the 
battle against the virus. 

The focus is especially on 
areas like San Diego, a cul- 
turally diverse neighbor- 
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hood of narrow streets and 


small apartments where 
many residents continued 
commuting to work over the 
summer, often to do manual 
labor and unstable jobs. 
"The south of Madrid is 
where the north's cheap la- 
bor crams into small apart- 
ments," said Simona Filip, 
44, a migrant from Roma- 
nia whose 6-year-old son is 
set to go back to school on 
Tuesday. 

Her son struggled with 
online learning ever since 
Spain went into lockdown in 
mid-March and a non-profit 
organization gave the family 
an electronic tablet for the 
boy to use. 

"The kid needs proper stud- 


les because I can't help him 
and my husband needs to 
work," Filip told The Asso- 
ciated Press this week. "We 
have no other choice but 
to hope that the school will 
keep him safe." 

In the past two weeks, Spain 
has had a cumulative inci- 
dence of nearly 217 con- 
firmed virus cases for every 
100,000 residents, four times 
the European average. 

But in the southern Vallecas 
district with San Diego at 
its center, that index closely 
watched by pandemic ex- 
perts rose to 1,300 last week 
and remained on Friday 
above 1,000 cases. 

Jorge Nacarino, president 
of the local neighbors' asso- 
ciation, said that poverty and 
years of inadequate invest- 
ments for the area are be- 
hind the spike. Tiny, cheap 
apartments built five to eight 
decades ago have not been 
replaced and now house ex- 
tended families or groups of 
migrants who can't afford 
real estate price hikes in oth- 
er neighborhoods. 

As happened during the first 
wave, social distancing is 
again difficult in the apart- 
ments, and many of those 
who had contact with people 


already infected with the 
coronavirus can't afford to 
quarantine and miss work, 
Nacarino said. 

"We need a serious plan of 
public investment in the 
arca, from health centers 
and sports facilities to social 
programs," he said. "It's been 
through decades of neglect 
that San Diego has fallen be- 
hind the development seen 
in surrounding areas." 

With Spanish unemploy- 
ment on the rise in the wake 
of virus-induced lockdowns, 
"narcoflats," or vacant apart- 
ments taken over by gangs as 
drug distribution and con- 
sumption dens, are likely to 
spread, Nacarino said. So 
are gambling parlors, which 
are seen as a source of social 
problems in the area, with at 
least seven establishments 
operating along a short 
stretch of one of San Diego's 
main streets. 

Since most of new recent 
infections have been tied to 
gatherings in private homes, 
the regional government on 
Friday extended to indoor 
meetings a ban on outdoor 
gatherings of more than 10 
people. Attendance to funer- 
als, burials, weddings or reli- 
gious celebrations, as well as 
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eroup visits to museums or 
guided tourism will also be 
restricted starting on Mon- 
day, authorities said. 

That comes on the heels of 
a crackdown on nightlife 
entertainment, early closure 
for the city's parks to prevent 
youth from drinking alcohol 
and partying in large groups, 
and a ban on outdoor smok- 
ing, all of them measures 
announced in response to 
Madrid's spiral of new cases 
since mid-July. 

The Spanish capital, home 
to 6.6 million and a magnet 
for workers from around the 
country, accounted last week 
for one-third of Spain's new 
virus infections. At least 16% 
of beds in Madrid's hospitals 
are currently occupied by 
patients with COVID-19, 
the highest rate of all Span- 
ish regions. 

The situation "has nothing 
to do with what we went 
through a couple of months 
ago,” on Friday said the re- 
gion's health chief, Enrique 
Ruíz Escudero, referring to 
the peak of the pandemic 
in April, when makeshift 
hospitals had to be built and 
Intensive-care-units expand- 
ed to cope with the influx of 
COVID-19 patients. (]
